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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 & 4 recites the limitation "the adjacent region" in claim 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the lower perforated plate" in claim 5. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the upper closing plate" in claim 6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7,8,9,10,1 1 recites the limitation "the closing plate and the wall" in claim 7. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the upper closing plate" in claim 1 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the upper region and the upper third" in claim 12. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 13,14 recites the limitation "the overflow orifices" in claim 13. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "the wall" in claim 15. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Denso Corp 
(JP 2001-263869A). Denso Corp discloses a condenser consisting of a heat exchange 
network and comprising: flat tubes (111), corrugated ribs (112), collecting tubes 
(121 ,122), header (3) arranged parallel to the said collecting tube via overflow orifices 
(127) and further a dryer is formed by a space (134). Denso Corp discloses two closing 
plates (131,133). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Densco 
Corp in view of "Official Notice." Densco discloses the claimed invention as stated 
above but lacks a perforated plate. Examiner takes "Official Notice," since it is well 
known to utilize perforated plates. It would have therefore been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to utilize perforated plates within the 
disclosed invention to improve the fluid flow within the system. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
